maſter : Was not this a lively Figure to his ſpiritual 1/ael 
in this our day ; he divided the Waters they paſſed through the 
Deeps, he brought them into the Wilderneſ, and Pharaoh and 
hx Hoſts -were drowned.

Lord, for I do believe, and therefore ſpeak it, that Chriſt 
Jeſus, who is the Truth, is at work ; as he ſaid, I work,and 
my Heavenly Father works alſo : How work, may ſome ſay ? 
It is by his Spirit and Power, for he has Power ſo to doin 
Peoples Hearts; a ſtony Heart is not made a Heart of 
Fleſh without him, who truly makes it ſo ; he who has 
all Power in Heaven and Earth committed to him, can do 
whatſoever he pleaſes, but truly this doth not pleaſe fallen 
Man, that is out of the Truth, ſo to come to pleaſe God, 
the way is too narrow, and too ſtraic tor them, wheretke 
love of this World is not eaſily parted with, nor the De- 
lights and vain Faſhions of the World not willingly layed 
aſide 3 nor indeed can they be laid aſide or overcome, 
without coming to the Light of Chriſt within, to know 
his appearance within ; he 15 the Phyſician of value, and 
the chief Corner-ſtone, and the true Foundation that eve- 
ry one ought to have their Faith buile upon, of otherways 
they will want a Foundation; and we know he that builds 
a Houſe, and has not a good Foundation to build upon, be 
comes to Loſs, and ſuffers Loſ; and fo hath many a one, for 
want of Experience how to build, they have been apt to 
eruft to the Building of others, and to che Knowledge of 
others, in that they ſhould ſee to and for themſelves, For - 
Faith s the Gift of God to Mankind, and Men ought to re- 
ceive it ſo in themſelves, and know a growing in the Obe- 
dience of Faith, from Faith to Faich, that ſo they may 
come to arrive at the Haven of Reſt and Peace with God. 
It was ſaid, that there # no Peace to the Wicked, therefore 
ought all men to fear before the Lord, and know his righ- 
reous Judgments to be ſet up in their Hearts, that through 
Judgment they may come to learn to fear God, and keep 
his Commandments, for thu # the whole Duty of Man. Oh . 
that all men would love Judgment, that every thing that 
has offended the Lord, and grieved his righteous Spirit, 
may be judged out, that clean Veſſels we may be in the 
Houſe of the Lord, for the Veſlels of God's Houſe are holy 
Veſſels, Holinefi = written upon them.

Adam, the Lord ftrom Heaven, become a quickening Spi- 
rit; he is the Way, the Truth, and the Life ; he is chat 
great Prophet that Moſes ſpoke of, and told us, that we 
ſhould hear in all things, and whoſoever will not hear chis 
great Prophet, muſt be cut off from amongſt the People ; 
tor we know, that by hearing and lending an Ear to the 
voice of the Serpent came Death, even that Death chat the

Now, my dear Friends, you that 
have travelled this way, and have been exerciſed this way 
towards the Lord, and towards his Kingdom, which is not 
of this World, you know how it has been, what a Care 
there has been upon many, leſt they ſhould miſcarry, and 
leſt they ſhould be miſtaken ; for it may ſo come to paſs, 
4f we fit down at eaſe, and in a careleſs Mind, let us re- 
member there is a great Work to be done, there are many 

Weights and Burdens.to be done away ; Sin is a great 
Weight and a Burden, and as a Partitian Wall, that canner 
be broken down,but as we come to the Truth; and know, that 
to work in us, and for us, and fſet_us free 5 for we may re- 


member the words of our-bleſſed Lord to a People in for- 
mer

mer days, If you know the Truth, ihe Truth ſhall ſet you free, 
and if the Son (who « the Truth) make you free, then are you 
free indeed, This is a Freedom indeed : But, ſaid they, we 
were never in Bondage to any man. Ah ! that all Peo- 
ple did but know what great Bondage Sin is, ſurely chey 
would deſire to be releaſed out of ſuch Bondage and Sla- 
very ; if they had any regard to their poor Souls, they 
would defireto be the Lord's Free-men.and Women ; they 
would not plead for Sin, and for its continuance any lon- 
ger, for it hath reigned too long, if People were but ſenli- 
ble, and well awake out of it. Awake to Righteouſneſs, and 
ſin not, lays the Apoſtle ; and awake thou that ſleepeſt, ariſe 
from the Dead, and Chriſt will give thee light. And we can 
have Life that is everlaſting Life no where elſe ; but many 
People, and too too many, has had a Life in Sin, to their 
great Sorrow and Lamentation ; and truly Friends, Sin is 
always Cauſe of Sorrow ; it is Truths Enemy, and Man 
and'Womans Enemy alſo : If this great Enemy of Man 
and Womans Soul were but conquered and brought down, 
then Truth would reign, and Righteouſneſs would reign, 
but now theſe two cannot reign together in one Heart ; 
Righteouſneſs and Unrighteouſneſs cannot dwell together 
in one Soul, the one is a man's Friend, the other is his 
Enemy, for a Man's Enemies are they of his own Houle. . 
Oh that I could perſwade Men and Women to break off 
from their Sins, or be an Inſtrument in the Truth, to di- 
re&t others thither alſo ; for the Lord promiſed to dwell 
in Peoples Hearts ; they that were of a clean Heart, and 
teared the Locd, he promiſed the Son of Righreouſneſs ſhould 
ariſe with bealing Virtue under by Wings 3 that was, to heal 
thoſe that wanted healing from this deadly Wound, for - 
all Nations have been wounded by it, and it is a deadly 
Wound too, withour this healing Virtue be known : Let 
us a little enquire into it, how it comes to have a place in 
Man's Heart, how it comes to be ſeated there ; it is not 
becauſe it ought to be there, but many loves to have ir 
there, take a Delight in it, - and it has got ſuch a Root in 

B them, 
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ther, that they will plead for it, and for its continu- 
ing as long as they live ; and more than ſo, as if ic were 
unpoſlible co: be delivered out of it, but bleſſed be God, 
a Deliverer come out of Zion, to turn away Ungodlime 
from Jaccb ; then Jacob ſhall rejoyce, and Iſracl ſhall be plad, 
becauſe a Saviour known, they ſhall call bus Name 7ESUS, 
for be ſhall ſave his People from their Sins 3 not intheir Sins, 
but frem their Sins, to be a People ſaved by the Lord. 
And thefe- may indeed be called God's People, becauſe 
He has ſaved them, and redeemed them : There is none 
that can be truly called God's peculiar People, and God's 
Ghildien, but thoſe that receive him in his ſpiritual 
Appearance ; for to as many as received him, to them be gave 
Power to become the Sons of God, For, as People cannot 
by all their Learning and Reading, and all as they can 
do of themſelves, get Power over Sin ; ſo of them- 
ſelves they cannot truly come to the Sonſhip, and yet 
we may ſee there is a pollibility, through che Power 
that Chriſt gives, to come to that Eſtate. 

Now, I hope, we may alſo believe, that it is as poſ:- 
ſible, through this Power, (not without 1t) to overcome 
Sin, as it is to come to the Sonſhip, ſeeing the over- 
coming of the one is the way to: the other,and the ſaving 
from one that is Sin,thatPower that ſaves alſo entitles to the 
Sonſhip ; and without all queſtion, it is as poſlible for 


__ Chriſt to fave his People from their Sins, as to give them 


an Inheritance with the Saints in Light, and as eaſie, 
becauſe he gave himſelf for us, to redeem us from all 
Iniquity,.and purifie to himſelf a peculiar People, zealous 
of good Works. 

I would have all People come to believe, that all 
things is poſſible with God, that cannot lye, and He 
has ſaid, Be ye holy, for I the Lord your God am holy, and 
without HolineG no man ſhall ever ſee the Lord: That is, 
to his comfort. This is a very weighty thing to be 
conſider'd ; for, -I hope all men would be ſaved, and 
therefore all men ought to conſider what it is that 


ſhuts 


ſhuts Men out of the Kingdom of God, and keeps them 
out, it muſt needs be granted that it is Sin. This is 
that that with-holds Good things from ſinful men, that 
they cannot enter, for Sin cannot enter 3 that is cer- 
tain, There i 10 unclean thing can; enter the Kingdom of God. 
But it is as certain there is a Reſt and a Kingdom pre- 
pared for the People of God, this we will all granc. 
But now to ſay or think, that none can be or are pre- 
pared for this Kingdom, will be great Folly ; then what 
was they prepared by, but by the Power of God, the 
Word of God, which is one, and nigh in the Heart : 
And T hid thy Word, lays David, in my Heart ; What 
do ? that I might not ſin againſt God. And the Prepara- 
_— the Heart, if it be prepared aright, is of the 
Lord. 

Now Friends, God prepares the Heart ; while we are 
in thele Podies that muſt needs be. Well, then we may 
ſay, (as it was faid) Let not Sin reign in your mortal Bodies. 
Theſe mortal Bodies Sin is not to reign nor dwell in 
them, it is to be purged out, that we may know the 
Leaven of che Kingdom, that we may come to be Heirs 
of the Kingdom of God, that Chriſt may come to rule 
and reign in us, whoſe Right it is, for there is no one has 
Right to rule in Man but hezand as we know him to rule, 
and have the Dominion of his Rule, and Dominion there 
ſhall never be an end; the Power and Rule of the 
Wicked one muſt come to an end, where any come to 
be Witneſſes in their own particulars of the Reign and 
Government of Chrilt Jeſus, who ſaid, Learn of me, Iam 
meek and lowly in Heart, and you ſhall find Reſt to your 
Souls. He gives Peace to all thoſe that truly learn of him, 
and follows him in the Self denial, and theſe can give'the 
Praiſe of his own Works to him that has wrought ſuch a 
Good Work in them, and for them ; for, the Goſpel has 
been preached, and 1s preached in our day, for this end, 
that all People might truly fear God, and give Glory to 
his Name, for the hour of bus Righteous Fudgments u come, 
and is ſet up in the Hearts of —_ People to judge and 

2 con- 
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condemn Sin, in the Fleſh, in the Heart of Man, where 
it haslodged,and doth yet lodge, and will continue there, 
if the Judgments of the Lord bez not known to break in, 
and to be ſubmitted unto; for, the ftrong man armed has 
kept the Houſe long, but when a fronger than he comes, 
and is entertained, he binds rhe frong man, ſpoils hs Goods, 
and caſts bim out. Now, this ſtrong man is the Enemy of 
all Righteouſneſs, is an Enemy to all Good, and is that 
Spirit that rules -in the Children of Diſobedience, and 
while he has ruled, his Goods have been at Peace ; and, 
What is his Goods but Sin and Wickedneſs * Men and 
Women have been at peace with theſe Goods in their 
Errings and Strayings from God like loſt: Sheep, and yet 
they have been at Peace, ſuch a Peace as it 1s, it ſerves 
many People, that takes liking to the Luſt of the Fleſh, 
the Luſt of the Eye,and Pride of Lite : But now this Peace 
will not laſt,it will ſoon comecoanend ; there is a Judge 
that ſtands at the Door of our Heart and knocks, he will 
ſoon break this Peace, for he never ſends Peace to People 
in that ſtate, and in that condicion, for we have his own 
Teſtimony for ir; I came not, ſays he, to ſend Peace on 
Earth, but a Sword. What Sword but the Sword of the 
Spirit which cuts down Sin ? Now we may read how 
God placed a flaming Sword at Eden's Gate, that turned 
every way ; if a man had all falſe Coverings of Profeſſi- 
ons, or the Fig-leaf Garments, or all the changable ways 
of Religion that are in the World, this flaming - Sword 
ſtill placed it, turns every way againſt him, that there is 
no way at all left for fallen Man to enter or find out for 
Life in a ſtate of Sin, if he chang'd his way never ſo of- 
cen, this ſtill turns againſt him. 

Now, in this ſtate we may truly ſay, there was none to 
help but the Lord ; and, What did the Lord ſay to this 
thing, for he had warned Man and Woman, and had given 
them a Command before, and a very large Priviledge too, 
if they would have been contented; Of all rbe Trees of the 
Garden thou maiſt eat, ſave that only of Knowledge of Good and 
Evil : And yet after Tranſgreflion, the Lord, in his great 

ove 
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Love that he had to the Workmarſhip bf his Hands, ſays 
on this wiſe, That the Seed of the Woman ſhould bruiſe 
the Serpent's Head 3 here is the Promife of the Lord, this is 
the way that God promis'd to reſtore Mankind 3; And this 
Seed was Chrilt, he is the Way to God afain. Now it is 
very like many will be ready to conclude, that Chrilt is the 
way to God again, but that they ſuppoſe they may do by 
Tradition, and never come to know the Seed to bruiſe the 
Serpent's Head in them 3 but until this is known, Men may 
make a Profeſſion of God and Chriſt, and yet know little or 
nothing at all, of the Work of that Eternal Power and Spirit 
of Chriſt to renew, to break down Sin and: Satan; and to re- 
"new and reſtore them into the Image of God __ Oh! 
' what need have we all to wait, as they did of old, until we 
be. endued with Power from on high 2 But fome may ſay 
they had a Command for {o doing 3 and doth not this Com- 
mand reach to us ? I hope none will deny it, for lays the Pro- 
.phet, They that wait upon the Lord, ſpall renew their ſtrength 
theſe are all they that come to a true waiting State upon the 
Lord, fur he is worthy to be waited upon, and he will be 
waited upon and ſought unto,by the Houſe of Iſrael; and tru- 
ly if People had a true regard to the Spirit of Truth, that 
Chriſt ſaid the Father would fend in his Name, People would 
be more watchful and more concern'd in waiting upan God, 
then they are: for I cannot but take notice many times how 
loole and careleſs many People are, though not in purſuing 
after the things of this World 6hat paſs away, and comes to 
an end, but very looſe and carelcfs in-Religious and Heaven- 
ly Matters and Things of far more concern, then the Things 
that are here, which we can behold with our outward Eye, 
for the things which we behold with our cutward Eyes are 
Temporal, but the things that are not ſeen thereby, which 
we ought to behold, with our inward Eyes, are Eternal: Oh! 
that all People might haſten out of- Sin, even as Cot haften- 
ed out of that finful Sodom that the Lord was angry with in 
days paſt : Come, Friends, it is the ſame in our day, the Sins 
of the People of England cry aloud ; and the Lord has ſpared 


this Land of ours many Years, though ſometimes _

-with Judgtnents * Oh! that all People would lay to heart the 
great Mercy, the continued Mercy of the Lord to this poor 
Land wherein we live, and how the People have provoked 
the Lord with their Diſobedience, for Diſobedience is as the 
Sin, of Witchcrafe 3 and the Diſobedient dwell in a dry Land, 
they -know not wheri good comes. But the carnelt Cry of 
my Heart: to God is, thatall People may come to amend their 
Ways, and amend their Lives by coming to Unfeigned Re- 
pentance, and turn to the Loxd, to his Grace that has ap- 
peared to a}:Mens {Where has the Grace of God appeared ? 
In the ' Heart-whiere Sin has appeared ; For what end 2? but 
that. Sip-may:be forſaken, defiroyed, and wrought out, and 
everlaſting Righteouſnels brought in inſtead thereof, For righ- 
zeonſneſi exalts a nation or a-pe but fin is a ſhame to any na- 
tart or. people. fard why will People love that which is a 
Shame to them, 'and a. Diſgrace, to all that are found in it 
indeed. we may-ſay the'Lord found: many of us therein, but 
there has -been-a..day.of Waſhing, and a day of Cleanſing 
known inwardly -whexe-this Pollution lay, there has been the 
Word of the'Lord-as-8 Fire, and as a Hammer, to burn it up 
.and conſume it:Root- and Branch. 

And thus, Friends; we have learned true Religion, and 
to bridle our Tongues, that we might not offend againſt the 
Lord, and a -Stay/to our Minds that -we might not wander 
any more, nor /be- bewildred any more, nor turn alide any 
more. Oh ! the Lord grant that all People may come to 
walk in the Light of -the Lord, and then we are ſure they 
will walk in that which- pleaſes God: And the, Prophecy. of
